estimated cost of invading the 
beaches of that fanatic nation.

It 
is something like that horror 


story of Poe’s in which the two | 


atomic weapons are twin pendu- 
Jums swinging back and forth in 
our minds, tick-tocking off the mo- 
ments left before mankind is de- 
voured with fire. 

‘It is a fascinating, fiction-like 
fact that the beginning of all this 
was almost as casual as an exper- 
iment in a high school physics 
lab. 


Origins 


In January; 1939, Nils Bohr, 
Danish scientist, arrived at New 
York on his way to Princeton to 
visit his old friend Albert Ein- 
Stein, a refugee from Hitler’s 
Germany. On his arrival a cable- 
gram awaited him. It informed 
him that in his laboratory in 
Copenhagen two associated scien- 
tists, Fritz Strassman and Otto 
Hahn, themselves refugees from 
the Nazis, had obtained barium, 
a middleweight element, out of 
uranium, the heaviest- element. 
Even more important, the cable- 
gram told him that Lisé Meitner 
and her nephew, Otto Frisch, two 
more refugees, had discovered 
that. barium came as a result of 
splitting the uranium atom into 
nearly equal halves, with the re- 
lease of energy 20,000 times as 
great-as the energy released from 
an equal amount of TNT. 

He did not go on to Princeton. 
There was at Columbia Universi- 
ty Enrico Fermi, winner of the 
Nobel prize in Sweden, who had 
taken the prize at Stockholm and 
who had come then, in exile, to 
the United States rather than re- 
turn to Mussolini’s fascist Italy. 
He and Bohr, with Dr. John R. 
Dunning, and others, soon re< 
peated the Danish 
with Columbia's giant cyclotron. 

Soon thereafter Columbia sent a 
serious delegation of scientists to 
the Navy Department in Washing- 
ton, bearing the news. Dr. Ein- 
stein, in turn, wrote the historic 
letter to President Franklin D. 
toosevelt informing him that he 
had word from German scientific 
circles that the Nazis had as- 
signed their top scientists to make 
such a weapon. He had his in- 
formation because of Hitler. Dr. 
Peter Debye, a Dutch scientist 
working at the Kaiser Wilhelm In- 
Stitute, learned that work was 
started there on uranium re- 
search. He fled Germany and 
came to the United States and 
gave the news to Dr. Einstein. 
Race 

From the moment President 
Roosevelt gave the word, it was 
a race between the scientists in 
this country, native and the 
many in exile, with those in Ger- 
many. They dreaded the thought 
they might succeed—but they 
dreaded more the Nazis might 
do so ahead of them. 

Until 1942 all the work was 
done in the basement of a 
science building at Columbia. 
There, in 1941, Dr. Fermi built 
thie world’s first successful atom- 
ic reactor or pile. It was a cube 
of graphite, eight feet on edge, 
throughout which seven tons of 
uranium oxide in .ron containers 
were distributed at computed in- 
tervals.

The death of Gen. Hoyt S. Vandenberg 
of cancer saddens the whole nation. The 
brilliant Air Force officer, who retired a 
year ago because of ill health, had served 
his country with distinction and valor. 

One of the voungest generals in World 
War II, 
puted role of air power in modern war- 
fare. As commander of the Ninth Air 
Force in Europe, he played a key role in 
winning victory over the Nazis. 

As chief of staff of the Air Force fol- 
lowing the war, he was a consistent 
fighter in efforts to prevent dismember- 
ment of the nation’s new first line of de- 
fense. His battles brought him into con- 
stant conflict with Congress and with 
some of his superiors. His resignation last 
year was timed to focus attention upon 
attempts to further weaken the air arm. 

Gen. Vandenberg did great things for 
his country in war but his greatest con- 
tribution which will remain as a monu- 
ment to him is the growing strength of 
the Air Force. For that his countrymen 
will be grateful long after his services as 
a war leader are forgotten.

The air begins to clear about the post- 
ponement of the McCarthy committee in- 
quiry into the case of McCarthy vs. the 
Army. The deliberate stalling on the pre- 
text: of looking for an “impartial” coun- 
sel to conduct the inquiry has taken on the 
aspect of a farcical fraud. 

The “impartial” counsel turns out to be 
a rabid supporter of McCarthy, one who 
can be expected to be about as fair and 
unbiased as would Leo Durocher in um- 
piring a game between the Dodgers and 
the Giants. On the record, Boston attor- 
ney Samuel P. Sears is an outspoken Mc- 
Carthy champion. 

One can expect only a “whitewash” of 
the senator at the expense of the nation’s 
armed forces. One can expect these armed 
‘forces to be thrown to the wolves to save 
‘the Republican Party and Senator Mc- 
‘Carthy from the consequences of a fair 
hearing about the Wisconsin. senator's 
ridiculous antics.

Even in the H-bomb age, things 
go on in a more-or-less normal 
manner. Government agencies con- 
tinue to gather and disperse facts. 
For instance, the monthly employ- 
ment report of the Georgia Depart- 


- ment of Labor comes in the same 


as always. 

The Employment Security 
Agency of that department reports 
that the number of unemployed 
shows signs of dropping. A few 
weeks ago the total of jobless bene- 
fit claims stood at 30,313. Now, 
they are down to 29,900-plus. This 
may represent a reversal of a 
trend which started in mid-Novem- 
ber. 

Georgia’s economy evidently is 
standing up fairly well in this era 
described variously as ‘‘recession,”’ 


After all,

r “depression,” or something in 
between. There is no great fall-off 
in total employment. Figures from 
the Employment Security Agency 
make this quite evident. 

Preliminary totals for February 
réveal Georgia had 888,200 persons 
engaged in non-agricultural em- 
ployment. This number is only one- 
half of one per cent below the fig- 
ure for the correspending month 
of last year. Such a minute reduc- 
tion, while not good, nevertheless, 
does not representa large up- 
heaval in the economic picture. 

A portion of this decline came 
about because of dismissals in gov- 
ernment service—a tightening. up 
by the new administration. Manu- 
facturing employment was down 
-2.4 per cent, but trade employment 
was up 2.9 per cent over a year 
ago. 

And while all this was going on, 
women weren't losing any ground 
at all. In fact, they were gaining. 
The number of women in non-farm 
employment a year ago stood 290,- 
500. Now there are 292,200. -

That company, in applying for 
a $21,400,000 rate increase, seeks 
to change the base for fixing nat- 
ural gas rates which has been used 
by the FPC since it was given reg- 
ulatory authority over natural gas 
in 1938. That rate base has been 
upheld repeatedly by the U.S. Su- 
preme Court. 

This will be a most-important de- 
cision by the commission on nat- 
ural gas. It is being watched 
closely in Congress and in the in- 
dustry, but possibly not as closely 
as it deserves by consumers, of 
whom there are estimated now to 
be some 60,000,000 

Instead of the cost-of-production 
basis now used by the FPC, the 
Panhandle Eastern wants substitu- 
tion of the ‘“‘fair field _ price,’’ 
which was described in a speech in 
the House this week by Rep. Lee 
Metcalf. (Dem., Mont.) as ‘‘the 
highest monopoly price the traffic 
will bear.’’ If the ‘‘fair field price’ 
formula is accepted by the com- 


' mission that hereafter would be- 


come the basis. Since it is higher, 
that would shove up the price of 
natural gas to the consumer, 


according to FPC examiners who 
opposed the change of rate base

i The issue at stake could be no 
‘more succinctly stated than in a 
dispatch this week in the Wall 
Street Journal by Angus’ Deming 
of the paper's Washington Bureau, 
who put it thus: 

! “If the commission votes for Pan- 
handle in the field price issue, the 
decision will be hailed in the in- 
dustry as a boon for the ever- 
growing natural gas business. It

would be interpreted as proof that 
the GOP Power Commission is 
safely on the side of business.” 


For the FPC to be ‘‘safely on 
the side of business’ is contrary 
to the purpose of the 1938 Natural 
Gas Act which Congress enacted 
to protect the public, and for that 
reason only. Or, as the Supreme 
Court said in one of its decisions, 
“the primary aim of this legisla- 
tion was to protect the consumers 
against exploitation at the hands 
of the natural gas companies.” 


The FPC’'s treatment heretofore 
of the natural gas industry has 
been most considerate. Rep. Met- 
calf thus summed it up: 

“The FPC has consistently al: 
lowed interstate pipe-line com- 
panies all their costs of operation. 
Such costs have included all ex- 
ploration and development ex- 
penses, cost of holding nonproduc- 
tive acreage as well as a fair res 
turn on the investment in acreage 
for the future . . . The commission 
has encouraged the exploration for 
gas and the acquisition, - in- 
cluding dry holes,’ as an operating 
expense. 

“Through their rates, the cons 
sumers Have paid the costs, devel- 
opment expense, the cost of car- 
rying acreage for future develop- 
ment, the taxes, the profit .. . 


“Any change from a cost to a 
fair field price base would make 
the regulation of natural gas rates 
by the FPC an expensive fraud . .. 
far better would it be to discontinue 
the pretense that the FPC is 
regulating natural gas rates. The 
consumer would not then be suf- 
fering the delusion that he is being 
protected against exploitation at 
the hands of the natural gas com:
